PRESENTATION OF THE GoLD MEDAL OF THE ASSOCIATION TO 
Mr. N. Brsuop HakMAn AND Dr. ALFRED Cox, 


128. The Council has decided to present the Gold Medal of the 
Association to the Treasurer (Mr. N. Bishop Harman) in recog- 
nition of his distinguished work in Ophthalmology and of the 
valuable services he has rendered to the Association ; also to the 
retiring Medical Secretary (Dr. Alfred Cox) in recognition of 
the valuable and devoted services which he has rendered to the 
medical profession and to the Association during his long tenure 
of the office of Medical Secretary of the Association. 


129. Mr. Bishop Harman’s long and devoted services to the 
Association are within the knowledge of all who have taken an 
interest in the Association during the past 20 years. Asa hacd 
working officer of the Metropolitan Counties Branch, as a member 
of the Council, as Treasurer of the Association for the last eight 
years, and as a man who has always been willing to place his 
special professional knowledge and a very great deal of his time at 
the disposal of the Association, the Council feels that he will be 
regarded by the whole Association as a worthy and acceptable 
addit’on to the list of those who have received this, the highest 
honour at the disposal of the Association. 


130. Dr. Cox was appointed Deputy Medical Secretary in July, 
1908 and Medical Secretary in December, 1911, and this latter 
position he will continue to hold until September 30th, 1932. 
The efficiency and zeal which Dr. Cox has brought to the 
duties and responsibilities of his office have been largely 
instrumental in promoting the success and influence of the 
Association, and his intimate knowlcdge of professional affairs 
in all branches of practice and his steady judgement have contri- 
buted in no small measure to the maintenance of consistent policy 
and to the effective representation of the medical profession in 
public affairs. The Council is confident that the award of the 
Gold Medal of the Association to Dr. Cox will be accompanied by 
the gratitude, regard and goodwill of the members of the 
Association which he has so long and so loyally served. 


PRACTITIONERS OF PuysicaAL MEDICINE GROUP. 


131. The Council has acceded to the application of a number 
of members for the formation, under the Group machinery of the 
Association, of a Practitioners of Physical Medicine Group 
consisting of those members of the Association who have specially 
studied the values of physical methods in the prevention and 
cure of disease and whose practice is predominantly devoted to 
the application of these methods, 


PROMULGATION OF Pontcy oF ASSOCIATION, 


132. In view of the terms of Minute 195 of the Annual 
Representative Meeting, 1930 ;— 


Minute 195.—Re-olved : That the Representative Body 
of the British Medical Association having adopted the 
Reports of the Encroachments on the Sphere of Private 
Practice ; a Maternity Service Scheme; a General Medical 
Service for the Nation; and the revised Hospital Policy 
as contributions of the medical profession towards the 
solution of the problem of an efficient National Health 
Service for the Nation, instructs the Council to make 
every endeavour, by use of the central and _ local 
organisations of the Association, to sccure the acceptance 
by the central and local health authorities, voluntary 
bodies (hospitals, contributory schemes committees, 
approved societies, employees’ associations, ete.), as well 
as by all groups in the medical profession, of the principles 
advocated therein, reporting from time to time to the 
Representative Body the progress made with suggestions 
as to further steps that could usefully be taken in the above 
direction. 

the Council reports as follows as to action taken in connection 
with the reports therein mentioned 


133. The Association's Report on the Enecroachments on the 
Sphere of Private Practice adopted by the Annual Represen- 


tative Meeting, 1929, was in effect an exhaustive examination 
of the relation-hip of private medical practice to medical 
practice carried out by whole-time officers of local authorities 
and from it was developed the Association's Proposals for g 
Genera. Medical Service for the Nation. Some 9,000 copies of 
the latter report were printed, cf which approximately 2.99 
were issued gratuitously to the Ministry of Health, Welsh Board 
of Health, and Department of Health for Scotland, the more 
important Approved Societies, the Press, chairmen of Health 
Committees of local authorities and clerks to Insurance Com. 
mittees, Members of House of Commons and of the Northern: 
Ireland Parliament, all Medical Libraries in the country, the 
Board of Education, Insurance Associations, Local Authoritie 
Associations and a number of outside associations, Nearly 
4,000 copies have been sold to the general public, and the Report 
has obtained a great deal of public attention, most of it favour. 
able. In addition the Re; ort has been the subject of discussion 
by many Divisions, and the Medical Secretary was invited to 
explain it to a large meeting of the Southern Branch of the 
British Dental Association, where it was favourably received and 
seems likely to be the means of stimulating that body toa further 
study of the question as it affects the dentist. 


134. Of the National Maternity Service Scheme of the Associa. 
tion adepted by the A.R.M. 1929, 3,000 copies were printed and 
approximately 700 were issued gratuitously in the Autumn of 
1929, to Divisions and Branches in England, Scotland, Wales and 
Northern Ireland, the Press, and medical officers of health, 
Nearly 1,200 copies have been sold. 


135. Every opportunity has been taken to bring home 
to the profession and to the interested portions of the lay 
public the above-mentioned Reports of the Association, and 
it is safe to say that the Proposals for a General Medical Service 
and the National Maternity Service Scheme received far greater 
publicity than any other Report issued by the Association within 
recent years. The attention of the Minister of Health was 
drawn to the Proposals for a General Medical Service by a 
deputation which was informed that they had received careful 
consideration by the Minister. As will be seen from the National 
Health Insurance section of the present Report, one aspect 
thereof, namely, the question of the inclusion of the dependants 
of insured persons is under discussion with the Minister of 
Health. 


136. At the present moment all interested bodies are awaiting 
the issue of the Maternity Service Scheme which it is understood 
the Minister of Health has under consideration; it will then be 
seen how far the Association’s proposals have influenced the 
Minister in the preparation of his scheme. 


137. Theaction taken in connection with the Hospital Policy of | 
the Association is dealt with fully in paragraph 103 ofthe Annual | 
Report of the Council, but it may be of interest to members to 
know that 13,500 copies of the Policy were printed of which nearly 
12,000 were issued gratuitously to local authorities and their * 
medical officers, to the Chairmen of voluntary hospitals and the 
members of the medical staffs thereof. Some 700 copies have 
been sold. 


Organisation. | 


BALANCES IN HANDS OF BRANCHES AND DIVISIONS IN ENGLAND OR 
WALES, ON DISCONTINUANCE OR TRANSFER. 


138. In connection with the position which is likely to arise 
soon after the Annual Representative Meeting, 1931, owing 
to reorganisation of the areas of certain Branches and Divisions, 
the Council has considered the question of the disposal of such 
balances as the Branches or Divisions may have at the time 
of their discontinuance or transfer as the case may be. The 
Council, in general, has decided that balances remaining in the 
possession of Branches or Divisions which are being discontinued 
or transferred, be handed over to the new bodies which are taking 
their respective places. In some cases, however, it will be 
necessary where a Branch is being discontinued to return to the 
Council any cash balance. Full instructions will be sent to the 
bodies concerned, 


FINANCING OF NEW BRANCHES IN ENGLAND OR WALES, 193]. 
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Public Health. 
(Continuation of paras. 81-5 of Annual Report.) 


Fres PAYABLE BY LocaL AUTHORITIES TO MEDICAL PRACTITIONERS 
CALLED IN ON THE ADVICE OF MIDWIVES. 


140. A deputation from the Association has had a preliminary 
discussion with representatives of ‘the Ministry of Health in 
rd to Minute 144 of thew&,R.M., 1930, which seeks to amend 
thescale of fees approved by the Ministry for medical practitioners 
called in on the advice of midwives, It is anticipated that a 
further discussion will take place in the near future. 


MemoRANDUM OF AGREEMENT AS TO SALARIES OF WHOLE-TIME 
Pusirc MEDICAL OFFICERS, 


(Continuation of paras. 82-3 of Annual Report.) 


141. A Report is being prepared regarding the attitude of 
individual local authorities in respect to the adeption and applica- 
tion of the Memorandum of Agreement; when this is completed 
the question of further action will be considered. 


HeattH APPOINTMENTS, 


142. From 2lst June, 1930, up to and including 13th June, 
1931, the Council has dealt with matters relating to 342 appoint- 
ments under the ‘‘ Memorandum of Agreement as to Salaries 
of Whole-time Public Health Medical Officers,” and appoint- 
ments under the ‘* Scottish Scale.” In 314 of these a salary, 
according to the appropriate section of the Memorandum of 
Agreement, was either offered in the first instance or secured 
alter negotiation. 


Pusiic ASSISTANCE APPOINTMENTS. 


143, Advi¥e and assistance have been given in respect of a 
number of appointments under Public Assistance Committees, 
but the Council has been greatly hampered in this work by the 
absence of adequate information as to the work done in the past 
by Poor Lav Medical Officers. The Divisions have been asked 
to urge upon these officers the importance of keeping full records 
of the work they are doing. Many cases affecting the com- 
pensation of Medical Officers whose appointments have terminated 
consequent upon the operation of the Local Government Act, 
1929, and questions relating to the superannuation of transferred 
officers, have been dealt with. 


MopeEL By-LAws WITH RESPECT TO NEW STREETS 
AND BvILDINGS. 


144, TheCouncilis of opinion that the Model By-lawsrelating 
to New Streets and Buildings issued by the Ministry of Health 
in 194 sequire amendment in respect of those clauses prescribing 
the aMlangements for sanitary fixtures, position and connections 
of lavatories, baths, water-closets, etc., and is submitting to the 
Ministry a reasoned statement urging the amendment of these 
By-laws and intimating that the Association is prepared, if se 
desired, to send representatives to discuss the matter with 
représentatives of the Ministry. 


The Society of Medical Officers of Health is co-operating 
with the Association in this matter and the Technical and 
Economic Advisory Council of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, on which the Association is represented, is being 
asked for its support. 


DE&PARTMENTAL COMMITTEE ON RECRUITMENT OF LOCAL 


145. The Departmental Committee on Recruitment of Local 
Government Officers is considering matters concerning recruit- 
ment, trading and promotion of Local Government Officers, and 
the Council has decided to submit a memorandum based on 
resolutions of the Council and the Representative Body on the 
various matters within the Committee’s reference. This memo- 
randum will include a suggestion that special consideration be 
given to (1) medical officers in view of their late age of entry 
tothe public health services, and (2) specialist medical officers 


who, subsequentio registration, require special training to fit 
them for their duties. 


MipwiFrery Eneutry. 


146. Arising out of the Association’s Report on Puerperal 
Morbidity and Mortality, an enquiry is being conducted in order 
— a substantial body of data and statistics in regard to 


€ results of attendance on midwifery cases in private practice. 


At the present time 258 me lical practitioners have contri- 
buted to the Association’s records, and these are being analysed 


and tabulated. It is hoped to prepare a report next session 
based of this analysis, 


UNIFICATION OF HEALTH SERVICES. 


147. In previous Annual Reports the Council referred to the 
non-success of the action it took during the passage through 
Parliament of the Local Government Act, 1929, to secure the 
inclusion in the Act of a clause providing that on thetransference 
of the public health services from Boards of Guardians to Local 
Authorities it would be compulsory upon the latter to administer 
those health services under the appropriate Acts and not by way 
of poor law relief. The Association in furtherance of its policy 
prevailed upon the Ministry of Health to give a strong lead to 
Local Authorities in favour of the Association's policy, and 
Divisions and Branches were urged to take local action in 
furtherance of that policy. The position is, therefore, that it is 
optional upon a Local Authority to decide whether or not the 
health services in question shall be administered through the 
appropriate Acts or by way of poor law relief. Whilst a number 
of Local Authorities have adopted the policy of the Association 
in this matter the position throughout the country as a whole is 
unsatisfactory. The Council, therefore, urges upon those 
Divisions and Branches, the Local Authorities in whose areas are 
still administering various public health services by way of poor 
law relief, the necessity for taking all suitable action locally in 
order that a turther step may be taken towards securing the 
unification of the health services of the nation. 


RELATION oF Sess1oNAL FEES TO SALARIES. 


148. In viewof developments resulting from the passing of the 
Local Government Act of 1929, the Council has under considera- 
tion the question of the relationship of part-time to whole-time 
salaries in England and Wales, and as a first step decided to deal 
with the remuneration of members of the visiting medical staffs 
- council (general) hospitals as being the most urgent aspect of 
the matter. 


149. The Council is of opinion that no fature determination of 


the remuneration of members of the staffs of council (general) 


hospitals and the transferred poor law infirmaries should be made 
until after the local profession has been consulted by the local 
authority as to the conditions attaching to the appointment, and 
jt has urged the Divisions to take the necessary steps to this end. 


150. The following decisions have been adopted by the Council 
with respect to the remuneration of part-time consultant members 
of visiting medical staffs of council (general) hospitals for the 
guidance of the Central Office and Divisions. It is not proposed 
at this stage even if time had permitted, to recommend these 
views to the Representative Body for adoption as policy of the 
Association. This will be considered later when fuller 
information is available. 


(a) That where the part-time consultant visiting staff 
have responsible charge of beds (under the administrative 
control of a Medical Superintendent) in a council hospital, 
and are available for consultant services to all cases in the 
hospital at the request of the Medical Superintendent, then 
the remuneration of such part-time consultant visiting staff 
should be in accordance with the following :— 

(i) That where continuing clinical responsibility is 
attached to the appointment the annual salary should 
be not less than £250 per annum where not more than 
two regular attendances are needed weekly in addition 
to emergency calls ; mileage being paid in addition where 
necessary. 


(ii) That where a regular daily attendance is made 
a condition of the appointment, the salary should not be 
less than £500 per annum, mileage being paid in addition 
where necessary, 
(b) That where the part-time consultant visiting staff are 
called in for services when required by the Medical 
Superintendant :— 


(i) If any consultation session is required, the 
remuneration for one consultation session, ordinarily of 
2 hours’ duration per week, should be not less than 
£2. 12s. 6d., or £125 per annum. 


(ii) If an occasional consultation, operation, or other 
special service, is required the fee should bear suitable 
relation to the ordinary fees of the area for such service 
and should be arranged after consultation with the loca! 
profession ; mileage being paid in addition where 
necessary in both cases. 


151. The question of the remuneration of part-time general 
practitioner members of visiting medical staffs of hospitals is 
still under consideration by the Council. It is important that 
information as to the terms of all such appointments should be 
communicated to the Medical Secretary, and very desirable that 
in the meantime such appointments should be of a provisional 
nature. 
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PROVISION OF CONSULTANT AND SPECIALIST SERVICES FOR MEMBERS 
oF ConrrRiBuTORY SCHEMES OR OTHER RECOGNISED Bopies. 


(Continuation of para. 99 of Annual Report). 


152. The Council is convening a meeting, of consultants and 
specialists residcnt in the area of the Metropolitan Counties 
Branch for the consideration of the proposed establishment 
of a list or panel of consultants and specialists for the 
provision of consultant services at reduced fees for ceriain sections 
of the community. 


Provided adequate support is forthcoming for this proposal 
at that meet ng the Council proposes to take the necessary steps 
for the establishment of such a list or panel. The area to be 
covered in the first instance by the list or panel will be the metro. 
politan area of the King Edward’s Hospital Fund for London 
with the understanding that the list may be extended to provide 
similar services to the members of recognised bodies elsewhere. 
It is proposed to arrange the names included in the list alpha- 
betically under the following headings: physicians, surgeons, 
gynecologists, dermatologists, oto-rhino-laryngologists, and 
radiologists, and practitioners in any division will be permitted to 
have added to their names indications of their specialties. 

The criteria which must be satisfied before a practitioner 
can be admitted to the list are those contained in section (2) of the 
recommendation in para. 99 of the Annual Report (B.d/.J. 
Supplement, April 25th, 1931), and the determination for ad- 
mission to the list and continuance on the list will rest in the 
discretion of a Consultants Board. This Board will consist of 3 
physicians, 3 surgeons, 2 gyniecologists, 1 dermatologist, 1 oto- 
rhino-laryngolist, 1 radiologist, and 1 general practitioner, who 
will be appointed with, it is hoped, the co-operation of the bodies 
recognised as being able to voice the opinions of consultants and 
specialists on a matter of this kind. The list. when complete will 
be availab'e for every registered medical practitioner practising 
in the area. 


CoNFERENCE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF VOLUNTARY HospImtat Starrs. 

153. TheCouncil proposes to hold in the Autumn a conference 
of representatives of medical staffs of voluntary hospitals in 
England, Scotland and Wales. The conference will be concerned 
particularly with the question of recognition of the services of 
medical staffs of hospitals on the lines of the Association’s Policy, 
the Out-patient Report, and contributory scheme arrangements, 
as the Council believes that an exchange of views on these subjects 
will assist in the furtherance of the Association’s Hospital Policy. 


Medical Benevolence. 
(Continuation of paras. 107-112 of Annual Report.) 
B.M.A. Cuarities Trust 


154. From Ist January to 30th April, 1931, the sum of £1,465 
was received for distribution among medical charities at: the 
discretion of the Trustees (ascompared with £1,286 for the corres- 
ponding period of 1930), and was distributed as follows :—

After allowing for the special donation of £500 to the Sir 
Charles Hastings Fund, it will be seen that there has been a net 
increase of only £168 in the amount which the Association has 
been ab'e to pass on to, medical charities during the first four 
months of the year. Th’s is not satisfactory and the Council 
hops tiat every Division will do its utmost to enable the 
Assc ciation to show a much greater increase by the end of the 


year. 


ACTIVITIES OF DIVISIONS. 


155. Ananalysis of the reports of Divisions concerning their 
activities on behalf of medical charities shows that, in the course 
of 1930 the following Divisions made a special appeal to their 
constituents, and the Council desires to place on record itg 
appreciation of their action in doing so :—

It is realised, of course, that there are areas in which the claims 
of medical charities are being dealt with by other means, and the 
Council does not wish to appear ungrateful for the amount of 
time and energy expended by all those concerned in the organisa. 
tion of such means of raising funds. At the same time, it is 
hoped that Divisions will not overlook the main object of the 
Association’s campaign on behalf of medical charities, ice., to 
secure an adequate income from annual subser ptions, and 
experience has amply shown that the most effective method of 
achieving this is by a special appeal from the Division to those 
who do not subscribe, backed up by periodical reminders, 


LocaL Mepicat CHARITABLE FUNDS. 


156, The attention of the Council has been drawn to the fact 
that the number of /oca/ medical benevolent funds throughout the 
country is increasing. Some local funds have been in existence 
for many years, and it is not desired to minimise in any way the 
useful work they have been able todo. At the same time, it is 
felt that there are great advantages in having central organisa. 
tions for the administration of relief to those in need of it. The 
principal advantage of a central fund is that administration 
expenses are reduced to a minimum, and this has the obvious 
effect of making a larger amount available for actual distribution. 
‘I'Le Council does not wish to advocate the abolition of existing 
local funds but would suggest that local bodics before inaugurating 


local funds, should consider the advantages of directing any. 


donations they may be able to make into the great ‘central 
organisations. Local activity in collection, with central 
distribution is in the opinion of the Council the best way of 
securing results. 


PROPOSED CONFERENCE OF CHARITIES SECRETARIES. 


157, It was originally intended to hold a Conference of 
Honorary Charities Secretaries of Divisions during the Annual 


Meeting at Eastbourne in July, and provisional arrangements 


were made for it to follow the usual Division Secretaries’ Confer- 
ence on the afternocn of Wednesday, July 22nd. On further 
consideration, however it has been decided to abandon the 
original proposal, and to arrange for a discussion on the subject 
of medical charities to form part of the programme of the Division 
Secretaries’ Conference. It is felt that this will be preferable to 
the holding of a separate conference late in the afternoon of an 
already crowded day, and circumstances make it impossible 
to arrange for a separate Conference at any other time during 
the Annual Meeting. The altered arrangements will in no way 
affect the attendanee of those Charities Secretaries who have 
signified their intention of attending the proposed separate 
Conference, and it is hoped that their presence will result ina 
very useful discussion on the ways and means of organising 
appeals on behalf of medical charities. 


Wales. 


158. Itis general knowledge that economic conditions in the 
coaltields are particalarly bad. The coal-mining industry has 
been suffering from a decline in trade which extends over a longet 
period than in most industries. This has had a very detrimental 
etfect upon the financial position of doctors practising in the 
mining areas, and the position of those in South Wale-is, perhaps 
worst of all. There the colliery or works doctor depends almost 
eitirely upon the money received through the National Health 
Insurance System, together with the deductions made from the 
worker's earnings to pay for medical attendance and meclicine for 
the worker's family. With a heavy percentage of unemploy 
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(many of them probably permanently unemployed as far as the 
coal trade is concerned) the incomes of the doctors concerned have 
diminished to such an extent that in many cases practices are 
being run at an actual loss. The situation is considered to be 
gufficiently serious to warrant immediate action being taken in an 
endeavour to find means of enabling these medical men to carry 
on their practices in the hope that conditions will improve. 

The position has been carefully considered by the Welsh 
Contract Practice Sub-Committee, by the Welsh Committee and 
by the Council, and also at a well-attended meeting of colliery 
and works doctors at Cardiff on May 16th, 1931. As a result the 
Council is taking steps to find out the exact financial position of 
all the doctors concerned, and, and when this has been ascertained 
it is proposed to place before the local workers by means of 
deputations of the local doctors the position of those doctors who 
are severely hit, supported as fully as possible by the Association 
and with the personal help of the Medical Secretary, who has had 
long and intimate experience of Welsh colliery affairs as they 
affect the medical profession. 


Qverseas Branches. 
Work oF THE BRANCHES OF THE ASSOCIATION OVERSEAS. 


159. The reports of the Overseas Branches, of the Australian 
Federal Committee, and of the Federal Council of South Africa 
indicate very extensive activities on the part of these bodies. 
Some of the more important points arising out of these reports 
are 1eferred to below. 

AFRICA, 
The Union of South Africa. 

160. The 4th Annual Scientific Meeting of the Medical Associa- 
tion of South Africa (B. M.A.) will be held at Johannesburg during 
the period 14th-!9th September, 1931, and it is proposed to divide 
the work of the Congress into five main sections, namely, 
Medicine, Surgery, Obstetrics and Gynecology, Public Health, 
and Special Subjects, the latter being divided into Ophthal- 
mology, Otology and Laryngology, Dermatology, Venereology, 
Radiology and Physiotherapy, Anvsthetics, Pediatrics, 
Psychiatry and Neurology. The President of the meeting will 
be Dr. F. H. Napier, O.B. £., of Johannesburg. 


During the past. year a Society of Medical Officers of 
Health (State Medicine) has been formed, ordinary membership 
of the Society being restricted to members of the South African 
Medical Association (B.M.A.), and other groups on similar lines 
have also been established. 


During the year the Federal Council has discussed, among 
other matters, the staffing of X-ray departments of public 
hospitals; public liability insurance, a condition of this 
insurance being membership of the Medical Association of South 
Africa (B.M.A.); income tax and expenses of post-graduate 
study; treatment of pauper patients in hospitals; maternity 
service ; district surgeons’ agreement ; Workers’ Compensation 
Act (payment for treatment of injured workers) ; regulations of 
Bechuanaland Medical Service; evidence at inquests; salaries 
of school medical officers; conditions, ete., of railway medical 
officers; treatment of accident cases in hospital; provision for 
tuberculosis cases. 


The Third Annual Scientific Meeting of the Medical 
Association of South Africa was opened at Durban on 2lst July, 
1930, by H.E. the Governor General, the Earl of Athlone, under 
the Presidency of Dr. M. G. Pearson who delivered an Address 
entitled ‘‘ Tradition in Medicine.” The Conference continued 
until 26th July and included the reading of papers, presentatiun 
of cases, demonstration of Dr. Canti’s Cancer Film, plenary 
sessions, and meetings of the Federal Council. Among the 
questions discussed was the payment of hospital staffs for 
attendance on pauper patients. The first award of the Gold 
Medal for meritorious service rendered to the Medical Association 
of South Africa (B.M.A.) was made during the session to Dr. 
William Datley-Hartley, Emeritus Editor of the Journal of that 
Association, until 1926 Editor of the ‘‘ Medical Record,” and one 
of the oldest and most highly respected members of the Associ- 
ation in South Africa. 


The Journal of the Medicai Association of South Africa 
(B.M.A.) which circulates throughout the whole of South Africa, 
is published fortnightly and is recognised as the principal organ 
of medical opinion in South Africa. The membership of the 
Association in South Africa continues to increase. 

_ The work of the Branches and Divisions throughout the 
Union shows very satisfactory activity. The scientific side of the 
profession appears to have been wel! catered for by the holding 
of Scientific and clinical meetings whereat a great variety of 
Scientific papers have been discussed and interesting cases shown. 
Medico-politically the Branches and Divisions are also very active. 


The Border Branch is making a special effort to obtain a 
100 per cent. membership. 


The Southern Transvaal Branch held a special meeting in 
connection with the visit of the Delegates to the Silicosis Con- 
ference, and the Branch Council entertained these Delegates to 
Lunch. The Branch Council, in conjunction with representatives 
of the local Benefit Societies, has drawn up a scale of tees 
acceptable to all concerned. 


During the year the Cape Western Branch has formed a 
new Division, Drakenstein, which promises to be very active. 
The Branch has expressed the opinion that the Association in 
South Africa is gradually assuming a status that will enable it to 
be regarded as the final court of medical opinion in that country, 
and to the attainment of this position the Branch has undoubtedly 
contributed no mean share. 


Last and West Africa. 


161. Generallyspeaking the Branchesin East and West Africa 
have reported a year of successful activities, with an increasing 
membership. 


The Nyasaland Branch is taking steps with a view to the 
appointment. of the Director of Medical and Sanitary Services as 
an ex-officio member of the Executive and Legislative Councils. 


The Kenya Bianch held its Annual Meeting on 21st 
January, 1931, and succeeding days, and the Branch Council 
reports that there has been an unusually large amount of business 
to dewl with. Among the items calling for special notice are the 
consideration of a scheme for a combined hospital ; alteration in 
the management of the European hospital; a proposition for 
the establishment of a scheme whereby non-official members of 
the public may obta'n medical attention under a contributory 
scheme ; and a new Mental Bill. Several papers in connection 
with Yaws and Syphillis have been read before the Branch during 
the year. 

ASIA, 
India. 


162. The reports received from Branches in India generally 
show an upward tendency as regards membership. This is 
particularly noticeable in the United Provinces Branch, which 
was formed in December, 1929, and whose membership during 
last year increased from 117 to 169. Other points of particu‘ar 
interest in the reports of Indian Branches are as follows :— 


Assam Branch has been instrumental in the formation of 
the Assam Medical Research Society, supported by the Governor 
of Assam, for research on diseases peculiar to the province, with 
special reference to malaria. 

The Bombay Branch, whose membership has increased 
from 270 to 300, has amended its rules so as to allow medical 
practitioners who hold a degree registrable by the Bombay 
Medical Council to become members of the Association. 


The Calcutta Branch, whose membership has increased 
from 171 to 192, has been very active, having held eight general 
meetings and six Branch Council meetings. 


The Burma Branch is actively interested in the medical 
education provided in the province, and steps are being taken 
with a view to obtaining adequate representation of the Branch 
on the Medical Council of Burma and on the Governing Body 
of the Medical College of the University of Rangoon. 


Malaya. 


163. The membership of the Malaya Branch has increased 
during the year from 336 to 353. It owns the ‘*‘ Malaya Medical 
Journal” which is published quarterly, and is represented on the 
Central Health Board of the Federated Malay States. The 
Divisions of the Branch also show satisfactory activities, both 
scientific and medico- political. 


AUSTRALIA. 


164. The Federal Committee held two meetings during 1930, 
under the Chairmanship of Sir Heary Newland, C.B.E., D.S.0O., 
and discussed among other thidgs matters relating to the Medical 
Officers’ Relief Fund, model ru'es for ethical procedure, post- 
graduate study in England, the possible formation of a Federal 
Council for Australia in substitution for the existing Federal 
Committee, medical attention on widows and orphans of soldiers 
whose deaths were due to the Great War, medical services 
to natives in central Australia, Health Research Council, 
remuneration of ships’ surgeons, Australian Inland Mission 
Frontier Medical Service, and ‘‘ duty ” on insulin. 


The fourth session of the Australasian Medical Congress 
will be held in Perth in September or October 1932 under the 
Presidency of Dr. D. D. Paton, the Honorary Secretaries being 
Drs. J. P. Ainslie and L. E. Le Soulf. Much of the activity of the 
Western Australian Branch in the near future will naturally be 
in connection with the Congress. Matters in connection with 
the scientific side of the Association’s activities have not been 


neglected as is instanced by the fact that the ‘‘ Harvey” and 
‘*Capti” films have been shown to the members of the Branch. 


| 
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165. The New South Wales Branch in Ju‘y, 1930, entered into 
occupation of its new premises (referred to in para. 203 of 
Supplementary Report ot Council, 1929-30), the British Medical 
Association House at 135-137, Macquarie Street, Sydney. The 
House contains the Branch offices, library, Coune:l Chamber, 
Committee Room and Assembly Hall, and was o.ticially opened 
on 3rd October, 1930, by H. E. the Governor of New South Wales, 
Air Vice-Marshal Sir Phillip Woolcott Game, G.B.E., K.C.B., 
D.S.0., the ceremony being followed by a Dinner. The Branch 
actively caters for the needs of its members, holds scientific 
sections, deals with medico-political and ethical matters, and 
couducts post-graduate courses. The Annual Meeting of the 
Delegates of the Local Medical Associations affiliated to the 
Branch, with the Council of the Branch, was held on 38rd 
October, 1930, and the following were among the matters 
discussed :— decided to approach the Country Press Association 
regarding the acceptance of advertisements from irregular 
practitioners ; attendance on patients by members of medical 
staff of a clinic to the exclusion of the private practitioner ; the 
action of nurses of baby clinics canvassing for patronage in the 
homes of patients; and workers’ compensation cases. 


166. The Victorian Branch has held a number of scientific 
meetings during the year when papers on a very wide variety 
ot subjects were read, followed by discussions, Among the 
matters discussel by the Branch Council were post-graduate 
work, payment for treatment of infectious diseases in public 
hospitals, and Lodge agreements. 


167. The Queensland Branch also held meetings and sections 
at which a wide variety of scientific and clinical matters has 
been discussed. The Branch owns its own library. It also has 
a section which holds fortnightly meetings and deals with all 
matters relating to contract practice, and the work in this 
direction is so heavy that a sp<cial Lodge Sub-committee was 
appointed by the Branch Council. Two extraordinary general 
meetings were held to consider the questions of the Royal 
Commission on Hospitals and specialist services for Lodge 
members. 

168. The South Australian Branch is very active in regard to 
scientific and medico-political matters and during the course of 
the year a large number of cases have been shown and discussed, 
Dr. Fay Maclure accepted the invitation of the Branch Council to 
deliver the Listerian Oration for 1930 and chose as his subject 
‘Fractures and their Treatment.” The Branch celebrated its 
jubilee on 19th June, 1929, and the function was considered to be 
one of the finest ever held in Adelaide. H.E. the Governor (Sir 
Alexander Hore-Ruthven), Lidy Stonehaven, Lady Hore Ruthven 
and many leading citizens were present. Sir Ewen Maclean, a 
past-President of the Association, visited the Branch in October, 
1929, and delivered an Address on ‘‘S me Observations on Puer- 
peral Infection.” Dame Janet Campbell also visited South 
Australia in October, 1929, and was re-e:ved by the women 
members of the Branch. Sir Charles Ballance addressed the 
Branch in July, 1930, on ‘‘ Neurological Surgery,” and Prof. Hugh 
Maclean lectured to the Branch under the auspices of the 
Adelaide Permanent Post-Graduate Committee. The Branch has 
its own library. It has also a museum conta‘niog a number of 
medical and surgical curios, for many of which it is indebted to 
Sir Joseph Verco, The Branch Council is considering the 
question of owning its own building. 


169. The conditions of appointments at the Hobart Public 
Hospital have been under discussion by the Tasmanian Branch 
for 13 years, the Branch having held that it was against the best 
interests of the profession for members to accept these appoint- 
ments. Agreement in this matter has now been reached and an 
honorary staff is to be appointed. The members of the Branch 
have been recommended by the Branch to apply for appointments 
both as resident and honorary officers. 


NEw ZEALAND. 


170. The Membership of the New Zealand Branch has increased 
from 921 to 952. The Branch owids its own offices and is to be 
congratulated on the fact that in September, 1930, it paid off the 
remainder of the mortgage on the property. The Branch owns 
the New Zealand Medical Journal, which is published every two 
months, and also runs a medical agency. During the year it has 
considered a number of important medico-political matters, 
including Nurses and Midwives Registration Amendment Bill, 
medica! certificates for insurance companies, liability of medical 
practitioners certifying under Mental Defectives Act, coroners’ 
returns, and contract practice appointments. The Annual 
Conference of the Branch, which was to have been held at Gist orne 
from 24th-28th February, 1931, was abandoned owing to the 
disastrous earthquake (see also para. 108 of Annual Report of 
Council, Suppt., 25th April, 1931). The Wellington Division 
of the Branch has decided to award a clinical prize of £10. 10s. 
for competition by sixth year medical students in Wellington 
Hospital, 


West INpDIEs. 


171. The British Guiana Branch has been very active and hag 
held a number of meetings, at one of which a very interesting 
lecture was delivered by Mr. Aitken on ‘‘ A Pure Water Supply 
for Georgetown,” the lecturer giving a practical demonstration 
of his method of filtration. The Branch has taken action jn 
connection with ethical matters, and in this respect received 
acknowledgement from the Medical Board. 


The Grenada Branch has held two gencral meetings and 
has considered matters relating to the conditions of medica] 
service in the Windward Islands, which matter is also referred 
to in para. 122 of Annual Report of Council (Suppt., 25th April, 
1931). 


The membership of the Bermuda Branch has increased 


from 11 to 12. 


The membership of the Jamaica Brarch has increased 
from 95 to 101, and this Branch has held seven general meetings 
and two Branch Council meetings. During the carly part of this 
year Sir Richard Luce visited Jamaica, and his attendance ata 
Brarch meeting was highly appreciated. 


GIBRALTAR, 


172. The membership of the Gibraltar Branch has increased 
from 12 to 22, During the year it has held five general meetings 
and three Branch Council meetings. On 15th June, 1930, a new 
Branch Room was declared open by the President of the Branch, 
who in his remarks stated “that the Branch was now thoroughly 
reorganised, fully active, and for the first time in its history in 
possession of a meeting room of its own, whilst it was hoped 
that gradually a library would be formed for the use of the 
members.”

MEDICAL PATENTS 


TRADITION AND PRACTICE 


We have received for publication the following letter by 
Dr. H. H. Date, F.R.S., on the patenting of medical 
inventions—a subject which will come up for consideration 
by the Representative Body of the British Medical Asso- 
ciation at its Annual Meeting at Eastbourne next month. 


To the Editor of the British Medical Journal 
Sir,—In the Report of Council, 1930-31, published in 
the Supplement of April 25th, the section dealing with 
Medical Ethics, page 139, considers the Ethics of 
Remuneration and Reward for Research and Invention, 
and makes the following Recommendation : 


That the Representative Body expresses the following 
opinion : 

That while adhering to the traditional professional 
usage in accordance with which it is unethical for any 
medical practitioner who discovers or invents any sub- 
stance, process, apparatus, or principle likely to be of 
value in the treatment of patients, to act against the 
public interest by unduly restricting the use and know- 
ledge of such discovery or invention for his own personal 
advantage, the Association recognizes the propriety of 
utilizing arrangements made by law for the protection, 
by patent or otherwise, of such inventions or discoveries, 
and the reward of those who have made them, provided 
the principles enunciated above are duly safeguarded. 


The older decisions governing the question appear to 
have been concerned with the undesirability of the practi 
tioner of medicine being interested in the financial results 
of a monopoly, and with the danger of his name being 
used in advertisement of a patented remedy. A medical 
man, even if interested in a patent, ought to have no 
difficulty in preventing the use of his name in advertise- 


ment, the objection to which is more general, and not 


specially concerned with patents ; and the danger of a 
financial interest in treatment would not be clear in the 
case of a practitioner who patented a remedy and 
immediately sold his rights for a lump sum. _ Thesé 
dangers may well seem to afford doubtful grounds for the 
existing decisions, and even more so for the inclusive 


prohibition considered last year by the Representative 
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Body, and referred back to the Council for reconsidera- 
tion. I cannot believe, however, that the strong tradition 
against the use of patents by medical men has so narrow 
and so uncertain a foundation. The tradition is by no 


- means limited to this country, or to registered medical 


practitioners. 

There are countries in which patents for medical in- 
yentions are not recognized at all by the law. Not only in 
Britain, but in a large part of the English-speaking world, 
the tradition is so strong that workers in the field of 
medical science, whether qualified to practise medicine or 
not, are generally unwilling to take patents for private 
financial advantage. There are several well-known cases 
in which such investigators have taken patents in order 
to control the exploitation of their inventions, but have 
vested the rights so obtained in committees, to be used 
for the benefit of universities in which the discoveries were 
made. Whatever the objections may be to this latter 
procedure—and I hold that they are serious—its adoption 
illustrates the wide prevalence and strength of the tradi- 
tion against the use of his discoveries by the worker in 
the medical field for personal advantage, whether of him- 
self or of some assignee. Since this tradition extends to a 
large body of workers in medical science who hold no 
qualification to practise medicine, and to other countries 
as well as our own, it is unlikely to have owed much of 
its force to rules devised by the British Medical Asso- 
ciation to govern the ethics of medical practice among 
its own members. I doubt whether the Association’s 
decisions on the question were known to more than a 
few, even among those of its own membership who might 
have been supposed to be particularly concerned, as being 
engaged in researches which might conceivably lead to 
patentable inventions. The existence and power of the 
tradition can, nevertheless, hardly be doubted, and I 
think that the Association would do well to give fuller 
consideration to its meaning before taking further action. 

Ican make no claim to know the feeling of the majority 
of the members of the Association, who are engaged in 
practice. On the other hand, I have fairly extensive 
acquaintance with the views of workers in laboratories 
where medical research is carried on in this country. 
The vast majority of these men and women regard the 
traditional embargo on patents in medical research labora- 
tories, not as a restriction, but as a charter of liberty. 
Their enthusiastic loyalty to it is, indeed, probably due 
in some measure to a belief that it is in accordance with an 
old and honourable medical tradition, of giving new know- 
ledge freely for the use of all. I believe, however, that 
the principal ground for it is to be found in their own 
experience of the conditions most favourable to their 
work. 

Medical research workers in this country enjoy a large 
freedom of co-operation with one another. It would not 
be difficult, if space permitted, to make a detailed case 
for the special need for mutual aid and friendly inter- 
change in medical research in particular, where the 
materials are so often provided by scattered opportunity, 
and where knowledge in one subject often grows diffusely 
at many points, so that comparison of experience is 
needed to balance and direct its progress. Whatever the 
cause, medical research workers here have hitherto worked 
m an atmosphere of friendly confidence, in which they 
freely discuss their incomplete investigations, their tenta- 
tive ideas, and the experiments they have in mind. I 
believe that an overwhelming majority of those concerned 
would share my own view, that this atmosphere is neces- 
sary for the healthy growth of our science, and that it 
would be poisoned by the introduction of patenting. Any 
of us can imagine the attitude of guarded politeness, 
under which each worker in a research institution would 
conceal any phase of his observations which might 
possibly lead to a practical and patentable invention, for 
fear that a colleague might forestall him, and in which 
the leakage of information from one institution to another 
would be prevented with elaborate precaution. Some of 
us do not need so to draw on our imaginations. We have 
Seen the system at work in other countries, and the 
result in locked doors and an atmosphere of jealous 
Suspicion ; and we are the more determined to maintain 


the relations of open-hearted confidence we enjoy at home. 
I can write from actual experience only of the conditions 
which affect workers in medical research laboratories. I 
find no reason, however, to suppose that the patenting of 
inventions based on discoveries in the clinical field, in 
so far as these are likely to be capable of such protection, 
would be less destructive of the spirit of co-operation and 
frank confidence. 

My own views are not those of a fanatic. Some of my 
colleagues, whose opinions I greatly respect, are inclined 
to regard mine as dangerously lax. I do not regard the 
patenting of a medical invention as an evil in itself. I 
hold that there have been instances in which such a 
patent, placed in the hands of a public body to be 
administered without profit, in the public interest alone, 
has done good service. I should find no logical ground of 
objection to similar action, taken to prevent some sub- 
sidiary inventor from obtaining a monopoly of profits 
arising from the exploitation of an important discovery 
which the real author wished to give freely to the world. 
It will further be clear that the considerations which I 
have mentioned as creating a general sentiment against 
medical patents for private profit affect the interests of 
the medical inventor himself, more than those of patients 
or the public. It might, I think, properly be urged that 
such a matter of personal conviction ought to be outside 
the ethical decisions and disciplinary action of the Asso- 
ciation. Apparently there are some medical investigators 
who do not share the general feeling, and who claim the 
right to support themselves and their researches by taking 
and holding patents. If they prefer this to free and un- 
embarrassed scientific intercourse with their colleagues 
I should not favour any action which limited the freedom 
of their choice. Such limitation is obviously imposed by 
the existing ethical decisions of the Association. 

Now that the ethical decisions have been brought to 
general. notice, the Council cannot properly be asked to 
leave them standing and continue to ignore them. I do 
not think their simple erasure would make much difference 
to the majority of medical research workers. They desire 
no liberty to patent for profit, and they would continue 
to cherish the real freedom in research’ given by long- 
standing tradition. I do not think, however, that they 
would wish to stand in the way of any proper action, 
to free those who have different views from the danger 
of conflict with the Association’s ethical code. 

This is, presumably, the object of the Council’s recom- 
mendation ; but, in form at least, it seems to go far 
beyond what is necessary for this purpose. The earlier 
and qualifying cause, dealing with undue restriction, could 
hardly offend anybody as an expression of principle. My 
only doubt is as to its effectiveness. With the greatest 
respect for the wide experience of the Association’s Ethical 
Committee in dealing with matters of medical practice, 
I believe that, if they were called upon to consider a 
charge of “‘ undue restriction,’’ they would have to make 
a decision for which amateur knowledge of commercial 
matters would give them no real competence, and that 
they would become involved in questions from which 
they had much better hold themselves aloof. My fear 
is that the adoption of this clause, though its sentiment 
is so obviously acceptable as to be almost a platitude, 
would merely result in another ethical decision, the en- 
forcement of which would: be impracticable. By itself, 
however, I should regard it as harmless. 

The danger lies in the later, and principal, clause of 
the recommendation, where the Representative Body is 
asked not merely to remove the ethical ban on patenting 
for personal gain, but to ‘‘ recognize the propriety ’’ of 
such action. There are innumerable lines of medical 
conduct outside the scope of the Association’s ethical 
rules, and the selection of this one, for special recognition 
of its propriety, could hardly fail to be interpreted as 
implying approval or even recommendation. The object 
is to relieve certain members from embarrassment by the 
existing decisions. If action is taken in the form recom- 
mended by the Council it will offend a large body of 
opinion, which is at least as worthy of consideration, and 
will create a new embarrassment for some who have 
hitherto found firm support for their own attitude in an 
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accepted tradition. The relations of the large majority of 
medical research workers, to any industrial action taken 
to render their discoveries generally available, have 
hitherto been governed by the assumption that they would 
not be personally concerned with patents for private 
advantage. I believe that this assumption has been the 
basis of an understanding honourable to all concerned. 
It would be very difficult to maintain it, if the Association 
were to give positive recognition to the propriety of 
patenting by its own members. 

Special consideration is due, I think, to ithe case of 
those medical men who have accepted salaried app oint- 
ments in research laboratories supported by industry. Of 
this I can speak from direct knowledge, having formerly 
held such a position myself for ten years. I know that 
the effectiveness of the work of these men for medical 
science, for which their position gives some facilities not 
elsewhere obtainable, depends on their retention of the un- 
clouded confidence and co-operation of their fellow workers 
in academic and independent institutions, and of the 
practising members of the profession. I know that they 
can only do this by making it clear that they will have 
nothing to do with patients on the one hand, or secrecy 
on the other. It is not easy for these men to maintain 
such a position and to satisfy the proper expectations of 
the industry which supports them and their work. If the 
Association appears to give a positive approval to patent- 
ing by its members for private advantage, I believe that 
it will be made impossible. Not many members of the 
Association are in this position, but I doubt if they are 
fewer than those who desire freedom to patent, and their 
position and its special difficulties are not less worthy of 
respect. 

If, therefore, the Representative Body decide to take 
action for removal of the existing ban, I earnestly hope 
they will take the simple course of annulling the decisions 
which create it. It would be better to regard the matter 
as outside the scope of the Association’s ethical rules for 
the conduct of practice, than to adopt any expression 
which might seem to replace the ban by a frank approval.

The seventy-ninth annual general meeting of the Metropolitan 
Counties Branch was held at the House of the Association, 
Tavistock Square, on June 19th. Mr. Howarp StTrRatrorp 
presided over the first part of the proceedings. 

It was reported that the following nominations had been 
received for the election of officers of the Branch, 1931-32:

The annual report of the Branch Council was adopted, and 
a report was also given by the four representatives of the 
Branch on the Central Council—-namely, Dr. F. W. Goodbody, 
Dr. William Paterson, Mr. Souttar, and Mr. E. B. Turner. 

Mr. STRATFORD then invested his successor, Dr. F. W. 
Goodbody, with the badge of office, mentioning that Dr. 
Goodbody had been president of the Branch once before, and 
it was the recollection of his most successful presidency that 
made all the members of the Branch look forward with much 
interest and expectation to the coming year. 

Pr. CuristrinE Murre_t moved a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Howard Stratford for the able way in which he had served 
the Branch as its president during the past year. Mr. 
Stratford, she said, was a man who had exhibited in all his 
work for the Association the greatest zeal and continuity of 
purpose, and he deserved no mere formal vote of thanks, 
but the heartfelt gratitude of his colleagues in the Branch. 


Mr. StratrorD thanked the members for their kind acknow- 
ledgement of his services. 


MEDICAL MATTERS IN THE EIGHTEEN-TWENTIEs 


Dr. Gooppopy then proceeded to deliver his address from 
the chair, which was entitled ‘‘ Some glimpses at medical 
matters in the eighteen-twenties.’’ He began by reminding 
his audience of the importance of the coming year in the 
history of the Branch, when the Branch Centenary Com. 
mittee, headed by Lord Dawson of Penn, with the assistance 
of Dr. Worley and Dr. Gardiner Hill, would be responsible 
for the arrangements for the biggest event in the history of 
the Association. It occurred to him, as the question of 
forming an association to improve and uphold the dignity of 
the medical profession must have been very much in the air 
a hundred years ago, that it might be of interest to glance 
at the state of the profession at that time, and accordingly 
he proposed to devote his brief address to that subject. 

The Apothecaries Act, 1815, dominated the question of 
medical education in London during the early part of. the 
nineteenth century, for only those who were prepared to 
pay considerably higher fees entered for the diploma of the 
Royal College of Surgeons, or went to Oxford or Cambridge 
with the intention of becoming physicians. The Apothecaries 
Act required that every candidate should be 21 years of age, 
should have served a five years’ apprenticeship, and should 
produce certificates of adequate medical education and moral 
character. He then appeared before twelve examiners to 
satisfy them that he had sufficient knowledge of the science 
and practice of medicine, and that he was fitted to practise as 
an apothecary. No one was allowed by law to dispense or sell 


_ medicines within seven miles of London unless he held the 


licence of the Society. Naturally, this was difficult to 
enforce, and constant complaints were made of non-qualified 
persons practising as pharmacists. In 1829 the Society of 
Apothecaries altered its regulations, further courses of lectures 
were required, and yet other courses recommended, and. nine 
months’ attendance at a hosnital or twelve months at a 
dispensary was obligatory. ne 

The requirements of the Royal College of Surgeons obliged 
the student to devote more time to anatomy (including 
surgery), and to walk the hospitals. ‘‘ Walking the hospitals” 
seemed in some cases to amount to running after the surgeons, 
wno made very little attempt to do any teaching. Some 
fresh regulations of the College in 1826 were described by 
the Lancet of the period as ‘‘ from the surgical Star 
Chamber of Lincoln’s Inn Fields,’’ and it was added that 
for ‘‘ ignominy and grovelling ignorance ’’ they far surpassed 
those of a year or before. These regulations 
recognized certificates of courses taken schools of 
anatomy in London and Edinburgh and other cities, and 
attendance at any hospital connected with those schools, 
provided it contained 100 beds. Candidates for membership 
of the Royal College of Surgeons had to be 22 years of age, 
and to have spent six years at least in the acquisition of 
professional knowledge—in other words, in apprenticeship. 
They had to attend three winter courses of anatomical 
lectures, two of dissections, and one of chirurgical lectures. 
An essential preliminary to obtaining a post in a_ hospital 
later was to enter either as a dresser or pupil under a hospital 
surgeon. Astley Cooper stated about 1822 that the staff at 
Guy’s consisted of his son-in-law, the husband of his niece, 
and two of his pupils, in addition to himself ; while at St. 
George’s it was stated that the senior surgeon, Sir Everard 
Home, so controlled the elections that only his pupils had 
any prospect of success. 

The student who intended to practise as a physician went 
to one of the universities, and studied there until he received 
his degree. Save in Dublin and Edinburgh, he did not come 
into practical touch with patients, as there was no hospital 
teaching at Oxford or Cambridge. He had to have much 
more classical knowledge than was necessary now, as the final 
examinations were conducted in Latin. No practical know 
ledge of anatomy was demanded, so that a man could becomé 
physician of a hospital without ever having dissected. The 
Royal College of Physicians only admitted M.D.’s of th 
English universities to its Fellowship, and this debarreél 
Roman Catholics and Dissenters from becoming hospi 
physicians in London, because degrees at Oxford and 
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Cambridge were confined to members of the Established | Censors in the charter granted by Henry VIII, and that 
Church. therefore these officials had no jurisdiction. The case dragged 


Dr. Goodbody went on to describe the difficulty of obtain- 
ing subjects for dissection, and the means taken to overcome 
it. The teachers of anatomy had to pay from six to 
twelve guineas for a body, and they received only four 
guineas from the students. Since only unclaimed bodies cou!d 
be used for dissections, the ‘‘ resurrection men ’’ supplied most 
of the demand. A man called Murphy was in control, and 
was stated to have obtained £800 to £1,000 from the London 
schools in three years for delivering bodies. In 1826 William 
Cooke, a surgeon in Exeter, was fined £100 for digging up a 
body in the churchyard. The Lancet got up a subscription 
to pay the fine and costs, and succeeded in obtaining the 
money in two years. 

Another trouble of the period was that the apothecary at 
some hospitals considered that the pharmacopoeia was his 
private property, and refused to allow the students to know 
what medicines were prescribed by the physicians and 
surgeons. It even required a mass meeting of students at 
St. Bartholomew’s, and the passing of formal resolutions, to 
get bed cards with the disease and the age of the patient 
stated thereon used in the hospital. 

The feeling between physicians and surgeons was evident!y 
very acute. About 1825 Mr. Green of St. Thomas’s thought 
it necessary to maintain in an introductory lecture that the 
surgeon was on the same plane as the physician, if not on 
a higher one. Sir Charles Bell wrote to the governors of the 
Middlesex Hospital appealing to them to appoint an expe- 
rienced and efficient physician. He said that the understood 
principle of the Royal College of Physicians was that its 
junior Fellows should join a hospital for a few years to 
learn their profession and prepare for private practice, and 


that whenever their private patients promised them a liveli- | 


hood they should retire and give place to others. Within a 
few months it was possible for a young gentleman to be a 
student, a Member of the College, a Fellow, a physician to the 
hospital, and a teacher of medicine. Then the prospect*of a 
few patients withdrew him from his public duties, and he was 
influenced by the notion that he declared his incapacity if he 
was otherwise employed than in moving about in a chariot. 
“It is humiliating to see emolument so exclusively the motive 
in action.’”’ Bell advocated that the ‘‘situation’’ of 
physician or surgeon to a hospital should be a reward for 
professional merit, and that an experienced man should be 
chosen. 

That physicians considered themselves superior to surgeons 
was apparent from some proceedings at St. George’s. Dr. 
Hewart ordered tracheotomy to be performed on a patient 
who suffered from dyspnoea. Mr. Rose, the surgeon, held a 
different opinion as to the advisability of the operation, but 
he was ordered not to think, but to obey! The operation 
was performed, and the patient died ; he was found to be 
suffering from aneurysm at the root of the aorta. That some 
hospital physicians could have done with more practical 
experience was evident from caseés in literature. A female 
patient applied for admission to St. George’s on account of 
difficulty in micturition. She was seen by the physician, 
who ordered a blister to be applied to the sacrum. A few 
hours later the woman was delivered of a child. 

The Fellows of the Royal College of Physicians in 1825 had 
very decided views about protecting themselves and _ their 
Licentiates from the competition of Scottish and other 
gtaduates. One of their number declined to meet a_practi- 
tioner in consultation on the ground that he was not 
a Licentiate. This led to a correspondence’ which 
showed that a candidate for the licence had to swear 
on bended knee obedience to the laws and_ regulations 
of the College, although he was not allowed to see 
them either before or after the ceremony. As a result 
of that discussion the by-laws wer« published in 1828. One of 


‘them laid it down that a Licentiate should not consult with 


anybody who did not belong to the College. The Charter of 
the College gave a monopoly of medical practice in London 
and within seven miles of the city to its Licentiates, Members, 
and Fellows. In 1826 the Censors determined to enforce their 
tights by admonishing a Dr. Harrison to desist from practice 
until he had been fully examined and licensed under the 
seal of the College. Dr. Harrison declined to appear before 
the Censors on the ground that there was no mention of 


on, and when at last police court proceedings were started in 
1828 they fizzled out, as Dr. Harrison put in the defence that 
in the case mentioned in the complaint he was attending as 
a surgeon, the patient suffering from spinal disease. 

As to the Royal College of Surgeons, in the middle of the 
“twenties a series of meetings was being held by the Members 
to protest against being deprived of their rights. The agitation 
culminated at the historic meeting when Thomas Wakley was 
thrown out of the College. The Royal College of Surgeons in 
Edinburgh showed a similar spirit. Practice in the Scottish 
capital was restricted to Fellows of the College, and the 
Coliege demanded a deposit of £250 for every student who 
had not been apprenticed to a Fellow before he could be 
admitted to examination ; the fee was only £100 if he had 
been so apprenticed. The Royal College of Surgeons in 
Ireland would not examine any student who had not been 
apprenticed to one of its own body, and its Fellows refused 
to meet in consultation anybody who had been apprenticed 
to an English surgeon. 

Operations in this period were not very numerous, as was 
only to be expected. They consisted chiefly of radical cures 
for hernia, removal of calculi, amputations, and removal of 
the breast for cancer. Sir Anthony Carlisle stated that he 
knew a very eminent surgeon in London who had never 
performed an amputation, and had removed only one 
cancerous breast. Surgeons were just as subject to actions 
for negligence or malpraxis as at the present day. A surgeon 
at St. Bartholomew’s was sued by a patient for negligence 
in not removing a piece of flint from the knee, an operation 
which was done later by two general practitioners. The 
surgeon produced most of the members of the court of 
examiners as witnesses on his behalf, but the other side 
produced the flint, and the surgeon had to pay £100 and 


costs. Verdicts of negligence were frequently recorded in 


the inquests of the period. 

The directions for the treatment of simple fevers, given 
by Dr. Armstrong, were quite commendable. One of them 
read: ‘‘ It is necessary to give placebos, but care should. be 
taken to see that they cause no physical harm.’’ Concerning 
one of the directions, fortunately, it was no longer necessary 
to be troubled—namely, that the physician should investigate 
the moral character of the nurse, so that she should not betray 
the confidence placed in her. Dr. Armstrong’s simple laxative 
and aperient for a child consisted of calomel 1} grains, 
rhubarb 3 grains, followed by 2 drachms of castor oil, which, 
he said, was quite sufficient for one day. Heroic dosage was 
the fashion, also heroic blood-letting. Dr. Blundell reported 
two successful cases of thoracic inflammation in each of which 
one and a half gallons of blood were withdrawn within 
five days. 

Disputes between members of the profession were not un- 
common, and occasionally took drastic courses. Thus, during 
a dispute at the Westminster Eye Infirmary in 1829, Mr. 
Thomson was challenged by Dr. Forbes, and three shots were 
exchanged. It was to be hoped that the power of diagnosis 
of these doctors was better than their aim, for no damage 
was done. During the first two decades of the last century 
there were no professional relations, as the term was now 
understood ; jealousies were in no way disguised, and acrimony 
was introduced into disputes. Even the medical journals some- 
times had an Eatanswillian touch, and one medical journal 
described another as afflicted with ‘‘a besotted system of 
mendacity.’’ Truly, the British Medical Association did not 
come upon the scene any too soon, and Dr. Goodbody thought 
that the founder of the Association could well claim some 
credit for the obvious improvement in these and other 
respects. 

Sir Crisp ENGLISH, in moving a vote of thanks to Dr. 
Goodbody, said that it was very fascinating to go back for 
a hundred years. He thought he spoke for most of them 
when he said that they were thankful that they did not 
practise in those days. What he wished Dr. Goodbody would 
also do was to give some glimpses into the medicine and 
surgery of a hundred years hence. In a century’s time Sir 
Crisp English did not doubt that the room in which they met 
(the Council Chamber of the Association) would still be 
standing, its panels would then be filled with the names of 
those who had served the Association, and some one would 
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give an address about the profession in 1930, which would 
be characterized as being as much out of date as the profession 
of 1830 appeared to their own eyes. But even a hundred 
years hence the men who practised medicine and surgery 
would not be more proud of their profession than were the 
practitioners of to-day. 

The voie of thanks was heartily carried, and the meeting 
terminated.

A lengthy discussion took place with regard to the mater- 
nity and child welfare clinics in the county area of Cleve- 
land, in view of the fact that the medical officer of health 
was extending the scope of these clinics to include ante-natal 
work, and that there was a very real danger that the work 
would be done by whole-time officers. Dr. Gisson, while 
expressing himself in support of the British Medical Association 
policy, pointed out some of the difficulties which confronted 
administrators in the choice between whole-time and _part- 
time officers. A deputation was appointed to meet the 
medical officer of health for the North Riding to discuss the 
situation with him. Instructions were given for the deputa- 
tion to stress not so much the point of view of the encroach- 
ment on private practice, as the necessity, from a_ public 
point of view, of men doing ante-natal work who were also 
attending the confinements. 

The meeting welcomed the possibility of the provision of 
pathological services for insured persons and their dependants 
at a reduced fee, but unanimously disapproved of the pro- 
posal that the general practitioner should be responsible for 
the reduced fee. 

Resolutions were adopted under the ethical rules with 
regard to (a) salaries of whole-time public health medical 
officers, (b) domiciliary attendance by whole-time medical 
officers. It was agreed to rescind the previous resolution as 
to the scale of salaries for whole-time public health medical 
otficers adopted by the Annual Representative Meeting, 1925.

Votes of thanks were accorded to the lecturer, and also 
to the chairman and honorary secretary of the Division. The 
meeting was characterized as one of the best that the 
Division had ever held. 


YoRKSHIRE BRANCH: WAKEFIELD, CASTLEFORD, AND 
PONTEFRACT Divison 

The annual meeting of the Wakefield, Pontefract, and 
Castleford Division was held at the Strafford Arms Hotel, 
Wakefield, on May 7th, when Dr. T. Waker was in the 
chair and fourteen members were present.

Arising from this 
discussion, it was resolved that the attention of the Council 
be drawn to the fact that the Division considered the 
remuneration of district medical officers (public assistance) to 
be very unsatisfactory, and in need of revision. The secre- 
tary was instructed to call a meeting of all the medical 
officers working under the West Riding and Wakefield Public 
Assistance Committees. 


ESSEX PUBLIC MEDICAL SERVICE 
The annual meeting of the Essex Public Medical Service was 
held on June 11th, Dr..C. H. Panting, chairman of the 
Service, presiding. 

Dr. Panting, in presenting the seventh annual report of the 
Service, pointed out how very satisfactory it was, showing, 
as it did, continued progress in all directions, the financial 
position having suffered no retrogression, in spite of the pre- 
vailing. depression and unemployment in certain parts of the 
county: The total number of subscribers on the books at 
the end of December, 1931, after deducting cancellations, 
removals, deaths, etc., was 18,533—an increase over the 
previous year of 1,783. Of this increase, the gain in the 
number of adults was greater than that in children. The 
total of doctor members showed an increase of twelve over 
the previous year, after deducting deaths and removals, but 
the total number of members was still far from a satisfactory 
proportion of the medical practitioners of the county, and 
it was hoped that 1931 would witness an influx of new 
members in parts of the county not yet working the scheme. 
It was felt that the advantages the Service had to offer to 
general practitioners had only to become more widely known 
for the scheme to be more generally adopted. The amounts 
paid out to doctor members during the year totalled £9,533 


18s. Id., the largest totals collected for individual doctors 
being:

An interesting example was afforded during the year of the 
assistance which the Service can be to practitioners in taking 
over unremunerative clubs. A new member, in a rural area, 
decided to transfer to the Service, ex bloc, a club which had 
been run for generations by the firm of doctors to which 
he had succeeded. The transfer was accomplished very 
smoothly, and the grateful member wrote to say that he 
found his income increased by about £100 a year. 

The chairman referred to the excellent work of the paid 
collectors of the Service, demonstrated by the small amount 
of arrears incurred, which, under the present administration, 
still averaged under one-half of 1 per cent. 


The honorary auditor, Dr. McKenzie Brown, presented 
the statement of accounts and balance sheet for 1930, which 
showed all outside liabilities discharged and a_ satisfactory 
amount of £455 11s. 4d. as ‘‘ balance of assets over liabilities.’’ 
All the loans raised in the early stages of the Service, which 
was founded in 1923, had been paid off in full. The 
Benevolent Fund, which was started in 1929 to provide 
subscribers with assistance in the purchase of medical 
appliances, such as belts, trusses, etc., and certain expensive 
medicines excluded from the medicines to which the sub- 
scriber was entitled under the scheme, had helped 51 cases 
during the year, and had a good balance in hand, not having 
been exercised to its fullest extent. A further grant was set 
aside for this fund for the current year. 

Members generally commented on the very satisfactory 
position and working of the Service, and the report and 
balance sheet were adopted.

BENEDICT’S SOLUTION FOR INSURED 
PERSONS 

Srr,—I am astonished to see in the Supplement for June 
1Sth the decision of the London Panel Committee disallowing 
Benedict’s solution as part of Medical Benefit. One is not 
surprised in reading the report of the Medical Research 
Council on the National Supply of Insulin for 1929-30 to 
learn that deaths from diabetes do not appear to have 
decreased in the proportion they should have done since the 
supply of insulin became general. The committee cannot be 
aware of the importance of Benedict’s test to the diabetic, 
provided he is instructed how to. test his own urine for sugar. 
The only way to make the insured population who suffer 
from diabetes keep fit and well is to make them take a 
personal interest in their condition and use insulin with 
understanding. 

Fehling’s solution is, of course, quite useless as a guide toa 
diabetic, and he cannot be continually running to his panel 
doctor for urine tests or blood sugar examinations. Nor is it 
necessary when he can detect by the simple Benedict’s test— 
which any insured person can do in his own home in 
five minutes if he is shown how—quantities of sugar in the 
urine as low as 0.08 per cent. If all diabetics were shown 
this method a visit once a month to the hospital or doctor 
would keep them well, and diabetic coma would be a rarer 
condition to-day than it is. But when an_ influential com- 
mittee of doctors consider Benedict’s test of so little value 
that they exclude it from Medical Benefit, one cannot wonder 


_ that the national report on this complaint is as disappointing 


as it is. I should like, in conclusion, to quote the remarks of 
the Medical Research Council: 


“It is not within the province of the Medical Research 
Council to deal with the factors in medical education or social 
organization that may effect the rapidity with which the 
community gain the practical benefits springing from the 
progress of knowledge, but it is among the responsibilities 
of the council to co-operate with all the other agencies at 
work in those difficult steps. that intervene between the 
arrival of a new piece of knowledge and its effective use for 
the public good.’’

WARWICKSHIRE PANEL COMMITTEE 


The report of the Warwickshire Panel Committee for the 
year 1930-31, in endorsing the remarks contained in the last 
annual report of the Insurance Acts Committee on change 
of doctor, states that the Warwickshire committee has strongly 
urged that the existing freedom of transfer should remain 
unimpaired, and that the freedom of choice of doctor, as 
in the case of a private patient, is in principle highly 
desirable. 

During the year under review no case occurred for formal 
investigation of alleged excessive prescribing. Only one case 
of the kind has ever been established against a Warwickshire 
practitioner. The report states that the apparent result of 
the campaign for economy in prescribing appears to be a 
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Books Added to the Library 
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slight drop in the frequency of prescription per patient in 
the area (3.67 per head in 1930, as against 4.11 in 1929) in 
a year which the Minister of Health has described as a good 
year. But the practical outcome of this elaborate pressure 
on doctors for economy is the payment to the chemists of 
a premium of 19.74 per cent. of their dispensing fees, on 
which an average premium of just under 5 per cent. 1s 
understood to have been paid ever since they took over the 
drug fund—an arrangement against .which the Warwickshire 
committee has protested as being contrary to public policy. 
The report states that the committee is anxious that local 
practitioners shall, as far as possible, take advantage of the 
scheme for a National Eye Service promulgated by the British 
Medical Association ; also that, where possible, advantage 
should be taken of the scheme initiated by the Association 
whereby insured persons and their dependants may benefit 
by a specially low scale of charges for necessary pathological 
work.

The Representative Body of the British Medical Association, at its annual meeting in 1928, pointed out the need 
for the registration of competent and suitable lay persons to whom medical practitioners could with confidence send their 
patients for electrical treatment and actinotherapy. A small committee of experts was formed to draft general lines of 
procedure, and an arrangement was entered into with the Society of Apothecaries of London to institute a register of 
approved persons under the conditions prescribed. Regulations were drawn up and the first Register of Bio-Physical 
Assistants was printed and published in book form a year ago under the direction of the Society of Apothecaries. With 
the object of making the Register widely known and easily accessible to members of the medical profession at home and 
abroad, it has been decided to publish, as a special Supplement to Tae Brirish Mepicat JourNAL this week, the complete 
list of names on the roll of bio-physical assistants, revised to March 31st, 1931. The entries in Part I are arranged in 
alphabetical order, with postal addresses ; in Part II the names are regrouped geographically. Subject to the reservation 
in respect of blind masseurs and blind masseuses, those whose names appear in the general and local lists printed below 
have been approved by the Society of Apothecaries of London as persons “ competent to dispense the direct current, 
ionization, faradic currents, sinusoidal currents, diathermy, high frequency currents, light and heat, and ultra-violet light.”

AN OPEN LETTER TO NON-MEMBERS 
Dear Sir oR Mapam, 

In 1932 the British Medical Association will celebrate its Centenary in Worcester and in London, under the 
Presidency of Lord Dawson of Penn, P.R.C.P. This will be an event of more than professional importance, as it 
will serve to emphasize the work of the Association in the interests of the public as well as in those of the medical 
profession ; and its Imperial character will be brought out by the attendance of representative members of the 
Association from all over the British Empire, in addition to representatives of medical bodies from foreign countries. 

The British Medical Association is the largest, oldest, and most powerful of British medical organizations. 
It was founded in 1832 to promote the medical and allied sciences, to maintain the honour and interests of the 
medical profession, and to foster a feeling of friendship among the members of the profession. The work of the 
Association is thus fourfold: (i) It acts for the profession collectively in medical matters affecting the common 
weal; (ii) it guards the profession against unfair attack, whether legislative or other; (iii) by its work in 

romoting medical science and the spirit of comradeship, it helps the individual practitioner to be more efficient 
and of greater use to the community; and (iv) it helps its members individually. 

With these aims in view the Association and its local groups—namely, the Divisions and Branches 
mentioned below—hold meetings at which medical, medico-sociological, and allied subjects are dealt with; nor is 
the social side forgotten. It publishes the british Medical Journal, the Archives of Discase in Childhood, the 
Journal of Neurology and Psychopathology, an Annual Handbook, a Handbook for Recently Qualified Medical 
Practitioners, and other publications; gives scholarships, grants, and prizes for clinical and research work; owns 
a commodious building for the housing of its central activities; is in possession of very considerable funds and 
resources; has an excellent library, central and circulating; and spares no effort in assisting its members 
individually in all aspects of their professional lives. 

The fact that it is a great Imperial Association, with powerful Branches and an extensive membership in all 
parts of the British Empire, should also appeal to those who value those intangible links which bind the Empire. 


PREMISES OF THE ASSOCIATION . 
The new House of the Association at 19, Tavistock Square, London, opened in the summer of 1925 by 
His Majesty the King, is a popular meeting-place for its members, when visiting London. There are also 
Houses or Offices of the Association at Adelaide, Brisbane, Cape Town, Dublin, Edinburgh, Melbourne, 
Perth, W.A., Sydney, Wellingtou, N.Z., and elsewhere. : ; 


Irs CoNsTITUTION AND ADMINISTRATION 

The Association is practically a federation of local medical societies, called Divisions. A Branch consists 
usually of a group of Divisions. A member of the Association is, ipso facto, a member of the Division and 
Branch in the area of which he or she lives. The Divisions and Branches, and the Association of which they form 
part, are democratic bodies, the government of which is in the hands of their members. 

The funds and resources of the Association are commensurate with a membership of over 35,000. 

The general control and direction of the policy and affairs of the Association are vested in the Repre- 
sentative Body, which is elected by the Divisions throughout the Empire, and meets annually. The Council, or 
executive, of the Association is elected partly by the Branches throughout the Empire, and partly by the Repre- 
sentative Body, and also includes representatives of the Royal Naval, Royal Air Force, Army, and Indian Medical 
Services. Among the Committees of the Association are Ethical, Finance, Hospitals, Insurance Acts, Journal, 
Medico-Political and Parliamentary, Naval and Military, Organization, Public Health, Science, Irish, Scottish, Welsh, 
and Dominions, India, Colonies and Dependencies Committees. The Insurance Acts Committee is the executive 
of the Annual Conference of Representatives of Local Medical and Panel Committees, which are the statutory local 
professional committees under the National Health Insurance Acts. 


PRIVILEGES OF MEMBERSHIP 
The privileges of a Member of the Association include :— 

1. Participation in all the activities of the Association, local and central. 

2. Receipt weekly, free by post, of the British Medical Journal and its Supplement, one of the leading medical 
journals of the world, and one of the most widely read. 

3. Participation in the government of the Association, local and central, and in the forthulation of its policy. 

4, Use of the Headquarters Houses of the Association. At the London House the facilities include Reference and 
Lending Libraries; club-room accommodation, with facilities for light refreshments; and garage and telephone 
facilities. From the Lending Library, Members in the British Isles can borrow books free of charge. 

5. The advice and help of the Central Staff in professional matters affecting him or her individually. 


CurRENT ACTIVITIES 
An idea of the vastness of the work of the Association, and its claims on the support of the profession, can 
be got from the Annual Report of the Council of the Association, published in the B.M.J. Supplements of 
February 21st, April 25th, and May 2nd, 1931. The Report deals with matters vitally affecting every member 
of the profession, and shows that there is no aspect of professional work which does not receive the 
attention of the Association. 


Three collective clinical investigations have recently been undertaken by the Association—namely, the 
treatment of varicose ulceration (B.M.J., December 22nd, 1928), the after-history of gastro-enterostomy 
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(B.J., December 7th, 14th, and 28th, 1929, and February 22nd, 1930), and the incidence of cancer ang ; 

history after treatment. Already 3,509 practitioners are co-operating in the cancer investigation, furth 
collaborators are invited, and the result of the inquiry will be published in due course. 

The Association’s action in the interests of whole-time members of the Public Health Service has resulted jy 

very considerable improvements in their position and remuneration, and the matter is under continuous consideratio, 

The “ British Medical Bureau,” now in close connexion with the Association, transacts all medical agency 

and accountancy business, and members of the Association have the benefit of a reduced scale of charges, : 

The Association’s work affects every member of the profession, and since this work can be made more ayj 

more effective as it includes more and more practitioners, the Association with confidence asks for the support 

every medical man and woman registered in the Empire.

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GROWTH OF THE ASSOCIATION 


FIFTY YEARS’ PROGRESS 


Tue British Medical Association had its origin in a meeting of fifty 
medical men held in the Board Room of Worcester General Infirmary 
in July, 1832, with the Founder, Siz Charles Hastings, in the chair. 
The Association is thus in its ninety-ninth year. 
the membership figures for the last fifty years.

From 1832 to 1854 the growth was slow, but in the 
latter year the figure of 2,000 was reached. ‘Three years 
later, in 1857, the weekly Journal of the Association was 
issued for the first time under the title of the British 
Medical Journal. The Supplement began to be published 
in 1904. The circulation of the Journal is now over 39,000 
copies a week. 
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From 1866 to 1912 the membership rose 
in staircase fashion from 2,462 to 26,568. 
In some years the step was comparatively 
small, in others large, but the ascent was 
continuous. 


The rapid rise in 1911 and 1912 was due 
to the professional upheaval that followed 
the introduction of the National Insurance 
scheme. Many practitioners who joined the 
Association solely on that account resigned 
soon afterwards, and the fall from 1913 to 
1918 was due to that and to the dispersal of 
a large part of the profession during the war. 
Since 1918 the ground lost has been far more 
than regained. 
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In 1914 the annual subscription was 
raised to 2 guineas, and this may have con- 
tributed to the fall in membership. Never- 
theless, though the subscription was again 
raised, in January, 1921, to 3 guineas, no 
decrease of membership followed. On the 
contrary, the total number of members 
has grown year by year, and during the 
past twelve months there has been a 
further gain. The membership is now over 
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35,000, representing a net increase of more 4 
than 15.000 since the war. elas

in the British Empire Overseas. 

Any Medical Practitioner registered in the British Isles under the Medical Acts; any Medical Practitioner 
residing within the area of any Branch of the Association not in the British Isles who is so registered or possesses 
such medical qualification as shall (subject to the By-laws) be prescribed by the Rules of the said Branch; and any 
Medical Practitioner who does not reside within the area of any Branch of the Association and who, though not so 
registered, is possessed of any qualification entitling him or her to be so registered, is eligible as a Member of the 
Association.

The liability of Members is limited.
